Laſtly, 
Wedefircall Our good SubjeQs, who have really afliſted 
or really wiſhed V's well, now God hath doneſuch won- 
derfull things for Vs, vigorouſly to endeavour to put an 
end toalltheſe miſeries , by bringing in Men, Money, 
Plate, Horſes, or Armesto Our Aide,that ſo, We being not 
wanting to Our ſelves, may with confidence expeRrthecon- 
| tinuance of Gods favourte reſtore Vs all to that bleſſed 
harmony of AﬀeQions, which may eſtabliſh a firme 
Peace,withoutrheſpeedy obtaining of which 
this poor Kingdom will be utterly 
undone, though not abſo- 
lutely loſt,
